ALL THAT GLITTERS... 
Sparkling jewelry is the accessory story for Holiday— Big faux jewels with rhinestones, 


tassles and pearls for evening. Set alone, or in burnished metals for day. 


Styles: Look for giant heraldic pins; crowns, keys, Vatican crosses...a glittering fleur de 

lis from Wendy Gell, encrusted with huge, light-colored erystals and faux pearls. Large, 
round, clear crystal pin from STIGI, with a wide, gold-plated brass border in a Celtic design. 
Art_deco-inspired bar pins: Two rows of 28 rhinestones on a long pin —ROXANNE.. The all- 
important flex cuff is shown, with or without gold or silver tone dividers. TANCER AND TWO 
shows a version with large, emerald cut, clear crystals, set in silver tone. Headlight _ 
earrings come on strong --squares, rectangles, hearts, stars...faceted stones, alone or in 
clusters, with long, often pearl drops. WENDY GELL's big aurora borealis stones, with 
smaller, rectangular, clear crystals below and above. Earrin drip with glinting rhinestones: 
7 graduated rows of rhinestones drop 2 inches to a centered point; from HOUSE OF SCHRAEGER. 
The big, bejeweled necklace: 3 large, rectangular, clear crystals hang from four 16" strands 

of alternating, thin, silver tubes and little, silver beads. 


Colors: Icy clear crystals predominate, along with pave and dangling rhinestones. Jet, crystal 
and pearls are a strong combination, especially for the art-deco looks. Light blue and pink 


are popular for the stars and hearts, particularly with silver or gold balls. PIERRE CARDIN's 
faceted heart earrings are pink. Royal blue, red and emerald green mixed with clears are used 
for chunky chokers, heraldics and flex bracelets. Aurora borealis stones are baek, in full- 


force, mostly for long, bead necklaces. 
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ILANA GOOR: SCULPTURE FOR THE BODY 

Famous in Israel for her monumental sculptures, Ilana Goor developed a line of belts to publi- 
cize her name in the U.S. Retailing for less than $50, they have filled a void in the market. 
In only two years, her company has grown dramatically. Her unique buckles are mostly sandcast 
bronze, dipped in 14 kt. gold or silver. Their solid, unevenly molded shapes convey a sculp- 
tural impression. One of her new buckles is a large, kidney-bean shape; varying indentations 
run parallel to the curves. The flag buckle is a rounded rectangle with a double, raised 

wave. The belts are 3/4 or one inch wide, of feather-edged, leather-backed whipsnake or 
leather. She also does a series of black or white acrylic buckles, with black or bleached 
white silk hip sashes, and carved bone buckles. The rounded oval bone buckle is on a one inch 
leather belt. For Holiday, she shows an oversized, black rectangular cut-out in acrylic with 

a line of rhinestones running along the center, on a two-inch black satin strap. Look for her 
upcoming jewelry, bags, and umbrellas. (366 5th Ave., Suite 1116, 563-5220) 


TRISH FRENCH: GAZELLE INTERNATIONAL 

Trish French's talent lies in her appealing use of the unexpected. She gathers stones, beads, 
and artifacts from West Africa, Italy, South America and her home city, Paris. These ethnic, 
natural and modern pieces are related in unusual, dramatic combinations. Although many designs 
are large, they remain pretty and graceful. Her "Tiger String" incorporates 18" strands of 
tiny, baked-clay beads; agate balls; flat, tiger's eye stones; tropical seeds; gold nuggets; 

and small, gold-dipped African bells. She also designs jewelry from small, Brazilian sea 

Shells: a shorter, multi-strand necklace of brown and white shells is dotted with strass 

(French rhinestones); clear, cut glass balls; and has three, oversized, clear, cut-glass 

jewels in front. For the glittering Holiday season she shows large, wide, almond-shaped 
earrings of faceted, peach glass, to coordinate with a peach and pewter cut-glass necklace. 
Finally, Trish is most famous for her large, copal amber pieces. She began her collection 
because she received so many compliments on the amber necklace she bought while modeling in 
West Africa. Three big, copal amber Spheres on a chain of flat, round, black "money beads".
